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Council, chamber discuss suggestions to stimulate new 
business in Sierra Madre; ad hoc group to be appointed 


Sierra Madre City Council members and several 
members representing the Main Street Chamber of 
Commerce decided Tuesday evening at an adjourned 
meeting that the ad hoc economic development task 
force, soon to be formed, should consist of at least 
one merchant, a Main Street Chamber 
representative, a property owner, two citizens at 
large, an architect, a planner and a council liaison. 
Not more than 10 members of the committee should 
be appointed, with Mayor Gary Adams appointing 
the group with the council’s sanction. 

Their charge? That will be decided by City 
Administrator Jim McRea and City Councilwoman 
MaryAnn MacGillivray by the second City Council 
meeting in Sept. 22. 

By Oct. 6, the first October Council meeting.

City Hall closed 
Sept. 7 , Sept. 9 


Because Labor Day falls on Monday, Sept. 7, 
and Admissions Day is Wednesday, Sept. 9, 
city hall will be closed Monday and Wednes¬ 
day. 

Tuesday, Sept. 8, is set aside as limited public 
service day and the city hall will be closed, ex¬ 
cept for limited customer service, building in¬ 
spection, water service and public safety ser¬ 
vices. 
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the group will be convened and introduced. 

Basically, the group will look at the economic 
problems of Sierra Madre, offer assistance as well as 
“blue sky” ideas for what the city can become. 

MacGillivray summed it up when she said, 
“The goal is to look at the potential for change and 
new income.. .look at it more globally, as Jim 
(McRea) says.” She added, “The underlying theme: 
to make money, to supplement our city’s coffers.” 

Mayor Gary Adams broke the charge down 
even further when he said, “We have two different 
areas (to address): existing business configurations 
with emphasis on what can be developed and blue 
sky.” 

Concerning the former Sierra Engineering 
property on Montecito, Adams said, “That’s 
vacant. That’s now. Looking at property at Alverno 
is blue sky.” 

Main Street President Don Murphy added, 
“And with that we amend the general plan.” 

Councilman Lee Cline added, “The council 
could also suggest rezoning.” 

McRea explained Sierra Madre history when he 
remembered the parking committee years ago, then 
the ERA reports that the city examined for 
strategies. “What we need is another economic 
committee doing ‘blue-skying.’ ” 

Murphy posed a problem when he said, “Oneof 
the issues is our retail area, that is, Moiitecito, also 
when we go out for retail businesses, where do w&put 
them? Another issue is consideration of a 


moratorium on further eroding retail businesses by 
putting a stop to installing service businesses (in 
prime retail areas). Maybe Alverno School can 
become a village within a village to pull more people 
into town.” 

MacGillivray said that she had been thinking of 
other ideas such as a tennis club in town, and Adams 
cautioned, “We don’t want the city to change 
signficantly. In the quest to generate more income 
we must take the view of what we have.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Clem Bartolai cautioned that 
the task force should not get involved in “being 
overseers of certain aesthetic improvements in 
downtown. If what is being done doesn’t impact 
generating income, putting together deals wouldn’t 
be worthwhile.. .When properties become vacant, a 
developer goes out to try to find someone (renter). 
Real estate people find tenants. If they are office 
people, fine. If they are retailers, fine. I want to see 
something in the program that will increase the 
potential for doing more business downtown.” 

Councilman George Maurer said, “The corner 
at Auburn and Sierra Madre Blvd. is a prime 
example. The only way to get this going is by a 
reward system, actively seek and reward as in real 
estate. A business pays so much sales tax over a 
period of time.” 

Adams suggested perhaps consolidating and 
moving businesses around. “Maybe an auto repair 
shop should not be located where it is. R.C. Modeler 
doesn’t need boulevard frontage. They could get by 


with a piece of land on Montecito and could rent 
back their property to retailers.” 

Maurer added, “They need economic incentives 
to move.” 

The group decided that first the town needs to 
listen to the local people’s ideas and then bring in a 
professional.” 

Councilman Cline asked, “The Community 
Development Agency, what part do we play here?” 

Frank Van Dongen of Harlequin Gallery said, 
“The ground levels should be retail wjth second 
stories left for bookkeepers, doctors, lawyers and 
churches.” 

Cline asked, “Would the chamber like to sec a 
moratorium?”, and later he said, “Should we 
address rent control?” 

Joan Sheets of Little Stuga remarked that the 
town doesn’t necessarily support the merchants 
already here, and Adams said that some of the 
reasons why were hours that were not convenient, 
not a good variety of businesses, no place to park. 
“We need new' businesses to help the ones that are 
here.” He also said that he would like to see the 
merchants keep another 10 percent in the town and 
hoped to attract two to three strong businesses. 

Bartolai suggested that the CRA could be 
helpful in hiring professional help or in incentives or 
finder’s fees. 

Cline suggested that the CRA could also 
expedite paper work through city hall.

Area Red Cross speeds to rescue in Florida

With Hurricane Andrew leaving thousands of 
families homeless, the American Red Cross is still 
hard at work providing food, clothing and shelter to 
tens of thousands of displaced victims in four states. 

As of Aug. 27, 206 shelters are open in 
Mississippi, Louisiana and Texas housing 45,441 
displaced disaster victims. Approximately KXX) Red 
Cross volunteers are caring for the thousands of 
people at these shelters. 

Roger Keith, executive director San Gabriel 
Valley Chapter Red Cross, explained, “Six San 
Gabriel Valley disaster volunteers are on ‘stand-by’ 
to respond to the Andrew Hurricane Disaster and 
will be dispatched if needed. Meanwhile, two San 
Gabriel Valley disaster workers are currently 
stationed in Redding, Calif, to help victims of the 
Shasta Forest Fire.”

Josh Delmer, one month from a major auto 
accident that sent him into a coma originally, stands 
by himself and can walk with support. 

Delmer, 24, of Sierra Madre, was involved in a 
one-car accident at about 5:45 p.m., Saturday, 
Aug. 1, when his car swerved from the northbound 
side of the freeway and hit the center divider. He 
was ejected from the front passenger window and 
thrown 50 feet on the freeway. He was on his way to 
Lancaster from Sierra Madre that evening. 

Delmer has been transferred to Holy Cross 
Renabilitation Unit in Mission Hills and last 
Tuesday awoke and asked for his mother. Since 
then, his progress has been steadily improving, said 
Dorana, his sister. “He has been talking and is able 
to feed himself. He now uses a wheelchair and is 
undergoing intense physical therapy.” 

On Sunday he asked for his guitar. Although 
his vision is blurry and he sees double at times, he is 
able to read, said his sister, Dorana. 

She said the family is hoping that friends will 
be able to visit him in the near future and asks that 
friends call 805-942-5338 to arrange for visits. 

“We would like to thank friends, neighbors, 
everyone for their prayers, calls and cards. We 
appreciate your comfort more than we can say,” 
said Dorana, James and mother Anita.

“We will trace members of their immediate 
families, but people are encouraged to try to reach 
family members on their own first,” emphasized 
Keith. 

Relief operations continue in Florida, where 22 
shelters remain open, housing nearly 30,000 people. 
Thirty-eight Red Cross emergency response vehicles 
are on the scene. Some 341 disaster-trained workers 
from around the country are assisting local 
volunteers and staff. 

In April 1992, Elizabeth Dole, president of the 
American Red Cross, sounded the alarm to the 


nation that the Red Cross Disaster Relief Fund was 
depleted following record breaking years of major 
disasters. A $30-million fund-raising campaign was 
launched. But to date only $8-million has been 
raised. 

“There is no question that this disaster, labeled 
as ‘one of the worst disasters in US history’ will 
dramatically affect our fund-raising needs. This is a 
huge operation. Red Cross assistance for victims of 
Hurricane Andrew will be expensive,” remarked 
Keith.

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Wear seat belts 

Last week we issued a reminder 
that next weekend is Labor Day 
Weekend, one of those known for its 
high fatality rate. It’s the last spree of 
the summer. People are off work for 
three whole days and they celebrate. 

The California Department of 
Boating and Waterways remind 
everyone to keep an eye on children, to 
wear life jackets and watch the alcohol. 

Rivers can present hidden dangers 
for swimmers such as uneven riverbeds 
that drop off into deeper water and 
strong currents. Children must never be 
left unsupervised near the water. Even 
if they’re wading they should have life 
jackets. 

Sober is the buzz word for boaters, 
at least for the operator. In the boating 
environment, one or two drinks can 
impair judgment and coordination and 
slow reaction. 

A life jacket will keep the victim 
afloat until help arrives but it can’t save 
you if you don’t wear it. 

Wear life vests 

We’ve cautioned you about 
boating accidents but you also need to 
remember that traffic fatalities on 
California’s streets and highways 
totaled 4649 in 1991 which actually was 
down 524 from the year before. 
Declines have been attributed to 
increased safety belt use and less 
drinking and driving. 

Safety belt use was up to almost 71 
percent statewide in 1991; however, 
that means that there are still millions 
of California motorists not buckling up 
all the time. And of the fatalities that 
occur, most are killed because they are 
not buckled up. Severe injuries 
requiring hospitalization would also be 
avoided if motorists buckled up every 
trip. 

As of Jan. 1, 1993, California’s 
current safety belt law will change 
from secondary to primary. What does 
that mean? It means that an officer 
may cite drivers and passengers for not 
being buckled up but only when the 
vehicle has been stopped for another 
reason. 

Under the primary safety belt law, 
officers may stop a vehicle solely for 
safety belt violations.

Taxpayers oppose fees for those in ‘wildlands’ 


Joel Fox, president of the Howard Jarvis 
Taxpayers Association, this week announced that 
the association is strongly opposed to Assembly Bill 
3092, which was quietly amended Sunday to impose 
a surcharge of $50 per year on citizens owning 
property or businesses located within or adjacent to 
a “state wildland fire risk area.” 

The surcharge, which would be collected along 
with homeowners insurance premiums each year, 
would be deposited in the State Wildland Fire Risk 
Area Fund to pay for various fire suppression and 
prevention activities. 

Many of those who would be subject to this 
hidden tax already pay taxes to support local fire 
districts. 

“This is an example of a backdoor property tax 


under the guise of a surcharge,” said Larry 
McCarthy, president of the California Taxpayers 
Association, which also opposes the bill. “It is 
regressive, applying to property regardless of 
value. 

“The bill fails to distinguish between the large 
and small property owner-the owner of a tiny one- 
bedroom home would pay the same surcharge as the 
owner of a large lumber mill under this proposed 
law,” said Fox. 

Fox also pointed out that the bill lacks any 
provision for imposing a penalty for failure or 
refusal to pay the surcharge. This same problem is 
found in the legislation creating the earthquake 
fund, which legislators are currently working to 
repeal.

Senator Newton Russell (R-Glendale) last week 
announced that applications for Environmental 
Enhancement and Mitigation Program Grants are 
available at his district office, 401 North Brand, 
Suite 424, Glendale. 

The program provides grants to local, state and 
federal agencies and nonprofit entities to mitigate 
the environmental impact of modified or new public 
transportation facilities. 

Grants may be used for projects involving 


highway landscaping and urban forestry; acquisition 
and/or enhancement of resource lands; and 
acquisition, restoration or enhancement of roadside 
recreational opportunities. 

“In its first two years, the EEM Program has 
already funded and helped catalyze a number of 
noteworthy projects throughout the State. I 
encourage anyone in the 21st District who could 
qualify for these grants to contact my office before 
Sept. 10,” said Russell.

of Chicago. Davidson 
came to Caltech in 1946 
as an instructor in chem¬ 
istry, becoming a full 
professor in 1957 and the 
Chandler Professor in 
1982. He was recognized 
for his 51-year career, 
during which “his innova¬ 
tive thinking has bridged 
the gap between the physi¬ 
cal and biological sciences.” 
The methodologies devised 
by Davidson and his col¬ 
leagues have revolution¬ 
ized the way scientists 
study DNA and RNA. 
Those methodologies are 
now standard research 
tools. 

The honorary-degree 
citation states, in part, 
that Davidson’s “Con- 
tinnine productivity has 


led scientists to a funda¬ 
mental understanding of 
molecular structures of 
genes and neuro-trans¬ 
mitters.” 

At Caltech, Davidson 
served as chairman of the 
faculty from 1967 to 1969 
and as interim chairman 
of the Division of Biology 
in 1989.

In the attempt to 
analyze theatrical 
performances, I tend to 
think in terms of a scale 
that runs horizontally 
between the circus and 
the soap box. I have 
nothing against either 
one if effectively done, 
but I like to feel that tho 

producers are aware of 
just what they are 
producing. 

A circus is color and 
spectacle and physical 
skill. It is relaxing 
because it is so obvious 
—no message, no plot, 
just amazement and 
wonder and laughter. 

A soap box, on the 
other hand, is a 
message, sometimes 
belabored to the point of 
redundancy. It can be 
inspirational and stirring 
at best, frustrating and 
depressing at worst. But 
combine the soap box 
with wit, imagination 
and a touch of color and 
you have a social power 
that theater has been for 
well over 2000 years. 
Every propagandist 
knows that spectacle and 
pageantry can reinforce 
polemics more than any 
number of rational 


arguments. .Therefore, 
most successful 
productions fall in the 
middle somewhere— 
enough intellectual 
content to engage the 
mind, enough fantasy to 
fill the eye and the 
emotions. 

Now along comes a 
circus that has higher 
ambitions than sheer 
entertainment and 
wants, very subtly, to 
engage the more poetic 
aspects of the mind. 

The Cirque du Soliel 
(“serk du solay” is how 
you say it) arrived in 
Los Angeles in 1987 and 
immediately caused a 
sensation. They followed 
the lead of European 
circuses with a single ring 
and expert acrobats. 
They managed without 
animals, but with dance 
and incredible mime and 
the kind of subtle 
clowning most 

thoroughly appreciated 
by adults. Since then, the 
Cirque has pitched its big 
blue and yellow tent 
beside the Santa Monica 
Pier every year. 

Every two years there 
is a new production with 
a new theme. It has sent

Yosemite—one of the 
masterpieces of God’s 
creation. 

We grew up in the San 
Joaquin Valley with 
Yosemite in our 
backyard and we knew 
all its faces: its 
shimmering, dreamlike 
summers; its flaming 
falls; its pristine winters 
and its tender, touching 
springs. 

We watched as shy 
fawns and anxious does 
tip-toed across the 
nervously took tidbits 
from our outstretched 
hands, while stellar jays 
screamed “Thief, thief, 
thief!,” and swooped 
down to steal the 
proferred gift 

themselves. 

In wintertime, after a 
day of schussing to glory 
on the slopes of Badger 
Pass, we toasted frozen 
toes at Yosemite Lodge 
or Camp Curry and, on 
luxurious nights, the 
incomparable Ahwahn- 
ee, one of the world’s 
premier hotels, where a 
coke cost an 
astronomical 25 cents. 

We savored each time 
we came out of the 
tunnels on the southern 
approach to the valley, 
the awesome face of El 
Capitan and Cloud’s 
Rest beyond. 

The memories include 
the mists of Vernal and 
Nevada Falls, soaking us 
to the skin; hair-raising 
glimpses of climbers on 
the grim Three Brothers; 
wobbling, proudly 

I 
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upright, round and 
round the skating rink 
on icy nights at Camp 
Curry and just sitting 
quietly, replenishing 
worn and weary spirits. 

We have watched with 
awe as the huge plug of 
snow at the foot of 
Yosemite Falls finally let 
go its icy grasp and, with 
the voice of a thousand 
dooms plunged into the 
Merced River below. 
And gazed in wonder at 
Bridalveil, where the 
Indian Maiden and her 
lover lept to their sad 
fate. 

The tear-stained face 
of Tisiyak, reflected in 
Mirror Lake, has 
captured our souls and 
once we climbed the' 
great half dome’s 
shoulder on swaying 
cables to the lofty 
summit. 

We have backpacked 
in the High Country

Based on current projections, 
the city will complete the current 
year with a positive water surplus as a 
result of spreading credit. 

Because this summer has been 
exceptionally hot and dry, water 
usage is up slightly. 

Three graphs are presented for 
residents’ perusal: a comparison of 
water consumption by elevation, 
pumping, tunnel and spreading 
credits for the year 1990-91 and 1991-

Most recent results of 
Scholastic Aptitude Test 
scores released last week 
indicate that Arcadia 
High School students 
have scored higher in 
both the verbal and math 
tests than they had in the 
previous year. 

The average math 
scores went up 28 points, 
from 378 to 606 out of a 
possible 800, while ver¬ 
bal scores went from 437 
to 436, an increase of 19 
points, according to Lin¬ 
da Colley, assistant prin¬ 
cipal in charge of curri¬ 
culum/guidance. 

In contrast, the na¬ 
tional average in the ver¬ 
bal exam is 423 while the 
California average is 
416, putting Arcadia 
students ahead at both 
levels.

First Lady Barbara 
Bush praised 13 
Southern California

Peafowl control issue on hold 


Over Councilman 
Robert Harbicht’s objec¬ 
tion the Arcadia City 
Council directed staff to 
engage the services of a 
professional, possibly 
from the L.A. Zoo, to 
develop a management 
program regarding 
peafowl population in 
the city. 

Harbicht said that the 
issue already had been 
studied and that to 
postpone a decision on 
peafowl population con¬ 
trol was a “copout,” a 
“way to avoid making a 
decision.” 

A public hearing on 
peafowl was conducted 
at Tuesday night’s coun¬ 
cil meeting when seven 
residents who live north 
of the 210 freeway ad¬ 
vocated control, and a 
dozen speakers, who live 
in the areas adjacent to 
the Arboretum, urged 
that no trapping or other 
means of control be 
enacted. 

Harbicht suggested 
that in areas where 
peacocks traditionally 
lived, no trapping would 
be allowed while 


residents in these areas 
where peacocks are 
relative newcomers 
would be allowed to use 
that means to control the 
birds they consider 
destructive and a 
nuisance. 

Melody Wall, who 
lives on Harvard Drive, 
east of the Arboretum, 
an area where the 
peafowl have existed for 
almost 100 years, gave 
six suggestions on how 
people and peafowl 
could coexist. Her sug¬ 
gestions included the 
establishment of a 
feeding station and in¬ 
forming homeowners 
about plants that 
peafowl will not eat. 


Other speakers who 
advocated control told 
about peacocks destroy¬ 
ing flower beds, scaring 
children, wrecking roofs 
and making messes in 
yards. John Sounders 
suggested that if the city 
didn’t do something it 
would become the 

_capital instead 

of the peacock capital. 

The council is ex¬ 
pected to discuss a possi¬ 
ble peafowl population 
control or management 
program at its next 
meeting on Tuesday, 
Sept. 22. 

Also at this week’s 
meeting Donald 
Duckworth was sworn in 
as City Manager.

PTA offers tips for bus safety 


To help school 
children have a safe and 
happy bus ride, the Na¬ 
tional PTA has offered a 
“Tip Sheet for Parents” 
on bus safety. 

Suggestions include, 
plan to be at the bus stop 
several minutes before 
the bus is scheduled to 
arrive (be sure to leave 
home in plenty of time to 
avoid running in the 
street); wait for the bus 
in a safe place, off the 
roadway, and avoid 
horseplay while waiting; 
enter the bus in an order¬ 
ly manner, going directly 
to an available or assign¬ 
ed seat; and remain 
seated and facing for¬ 
ward at all times while 
the bus is moving. 

PTA also reminds 
students to respect the 
“danger zone,’’ a 
10-foot wide area sur¬ 
rounding the bus on all 
sides. When waiting to 


board, students should 
remain far enough away 
from the bus so that they 
can clearly see the 
driver’s face. That’s 
usually about 10 giant 
steps, according to the 
“Tip Sheet.” When the 
student is sure that the 
driver has seen him, he 
can approach the bus in 
a single line without run¬ 
ning or pushing. 

When leaving the bus, 
students should im¬ 
mediately step far 
enough away from the 
danger zone so that the 
bus driver can see them. 

When it is necessary to 
cross the street upon 
boarding or leaving the 
bus, students should 
walk far enough away 
from the bus so that they 
can dee the driver’s face 
and wait for the drive to 
signal that it is safe to 
cross. 

Because the driver 
probably cannot see the 


student, he should never 
chase a bus after it has 
pulled away from the bus 
stop. 

While in the bus,

Library, office assistants 
eliminated in budget cuts; 
textbook changes approved 


Faced with further 
projected budget cuts, 
the Arcadia board of 
Education last week 
voted to eliminate 
elementary library assis¬ 
tant positions at each of 
the Arcadia Unified 
School district’s six 
elementary schools. Also 
eliminated are school of¬ 
fice assistants at each of 
the three junior high 
school sites. 

Positions eliminated 
total 5.34 full-time- 
employees. 

Superintendent Terry 
Towner said that while it 
will be a “last ditch’’ 
move, the district would 
have to raise class size, 
but that it would hold 
off as long as possible. 

For now the district 
would “hang on to see 
what it (the state budget) 
all means,’’ said 
Towner, adding that 
after the budget is passed 
that there must be enabl¬ 
ing legislation to make 
the budget happen. 

Board member 
Maryann Gibson voted 
against the elimination 
of library and office 
assistants because she is 
“not happy to do this 
thing (budget cuts) 
piecemeal.’’ She in¬ 
dicated that she would 


rather take $1 million in 
cuts and reinstate posi¬ 
tions if it becomes possi¬ 
ble. Towner pointed out 
that it was prudent to 
take action now because 
of the impact these posi¬ 
tions would have on the 
opening of school. 

The board also 
adopted the French and 
Spanish textbooks for 
grades 7-12: “Ya Veras” 
for Spanish and “On Y 
Ya” for French. 

“Roll of Thunder, 
Hear My Cry” by 
Mildred Taylor and 
“Homecoming” by Cyn¬ 
thia Voigt were approved 
as core literature selec¬ 
tions for junior high 
school students. “The 
Good Earth” by Pearl 
Buck was dropped from 
eighth grade and “The 
Adventures of Tom 
Sawyer” by Mark Twain 
was moved from seventh 
to eighth grade. 

The initial contract 
proposal of the Califor¬

presented. Regarding

Arcadia voters will 
decide if the Arcadia 
Unified School District 
should incur a bonded 
indebtedness in the 
amount of $27,407,000 
for the purpose of pro¬ 
viding financing for the 
construction, improve¬ 
ment, alteration and 
rebuilding of education 
facilities in a special elec¬ 
tion on Tuesday, Sept. 
15. 

Also on the ballot are 
eight revisions to the Ar¬ 
cadia City Charter. 

Regarding the School 
Bond Election, Randy 
Kroha, who serves as 
assistant chairman of the 
bond committee, ad¬ 
dresses some possible 
misconceptions. He 
points out that the added 
tax if the bond election 
passes will be based on 
the assessed property 
value and not the poten¬ 
tial market value. He ex¬ 
plains that long-term 
residents will pay far less 
than newer residents. If a 
resident’s assessed tax 
value is under $100,000, 
he will pay less than $20 
per year for the school 
bond. 

In response to those 
who feel that the school 
facility problem could be 
largely solved with a lit¬ 
tle extra paint and com¬ 
munity improvement 
projects, Kroha explains 
that the problems simply 
cannot be patched over. 
Problems, include anti¬ 
quated, inefficient and 
worn out electrical, 
plumbing, heating and 
ventilation as well as rot¬ 


ted doors and door 
frames, cabinets, floors 
and ceilings that are fall¬ 
ing apart. 

He adds that these 
conditions can be seen at 
every campus. 

‘‘Arcadia’s school 
facilities and 

maintenance staff have 
provided 30-50 years of 
excellent service, but ma¬ 
jor repair and moder¬ 
nization is desperately 
needed,” Kroha said. 

Another misconcep¬ 
tion is that city govern¬ 
ment could use part of 
the increased utility tax 
to rehabilitate the 
schools. However, legal 
council has indicated 
that it would probably be 
illegal for the city to 
transfer utility tax 
revenue to the schools, 
accordirig to Kroha, who 
adds that even if it was 
legal, the funds transfer¬ 
red would provide less 
than 20 per cent of the 
funds required. 

Other misinformed 
people feel that the 
school budget and facili¬ 
ty problem is the result 
of a relatively short-term 
budget crisis at the state 
level and a long-term 
bond is not needed, con¬ 
tinues Kroha. ‘‘All 
through the 1980s, when 
California was experien¬ 
cing a booming economy 
and a state budget 
surplus, California 
schools experienced 
severe budget restric¬ 
tions. Lottery funds for 
schools have been much 
less than promised. 
School funding is a long¬ 


term problem and the 
state and federal govern¬ 
ment are not proposing 
solutions, Kroha con¬ 
tinues. 

“A vote for the Ar¬ 
cadia School Bond is a 
vote for a community 
solution and community 
control. It is true that 
Arcadia’s school facility 
problem is a result of 
reduced support and 
bureaucratic restrictions 
at state and federal 
levels. A vote for an 
‘‘Arcadia specific 
school bond eliminates 
state and federal 
dependence and ensures 
that every dollar is spent 
on Arcadia school 
facilities,” addes Kroha. 

He concludes, “Given 
the numerous 

misconceptions regar¬ 
ding the Arcadia School 
Bond, it is important 
that Arcadia residents 
are accurately informed 
about this issue that 
significantly impacts the 
quality and value of their 
community. Given the 
requirement for a 2/3rds 
vote to pass a local 
school bond, the parents 
of school children in Ar¬ 
cadia cannot rehabilitate 
school facilities for 
future generations 
without the support of 
Arcadia’s senior citizens. 
Arcadia takes pride in its 
reputation as a city of 
beautiful homes and 
quality family life. It will 
take support from all of 
Arcadia’s citizens to con- 
tinue the benefits 
associated with living in 
Arcadia.”
